Philip Musica was not heard of 
after the 1920 indictment, but in

Drug Co. in Mount Vernon, N. T., 
and although several of the com- 
pany’s shipments were seized by the 
Government, the law did not touch 
the president. In 1926 he bought 
McKesson & Robbins for $1,000,000. 
The office of Attorney-General 
Bennett, first intimated Wednesday 
that Coster might be Musica, There 
were reports that persons who 
knew Musica ‘had identified Cos- 
ter’s picture as that of the ex-con- 
vict. The strange financial deal- 
ings discovered in the McKesson & 
Robbins shortage closely paralleled 
those which marked the collapse 
of the Musica human hair busi- 
ness. Description of Musica tallied 
closely with what Coster might 
have looked like 15 or 20 years ago. 
Identified by Fingerprints. 

No one could prove the charges, 
however, until the fingerprints, tak- 
en when Coster was arrested at 
his home in Fairfield, Conn., 
Wednesday, reached police head- 
quarters here late yesterday. Pic- 
tures of Musica were not available 
at once and there was trouble in 
finding fingerprints of the missing 
swindler. 

Inspector John J. Donovan of the 
Bureau of Criminal Identification, 
after a long search for the Musica 
prints, found a set in the old rec- 
ord room of the Sheriff street sta- 
tion. A comparison proved Coster’s 
identity. 

Bennett's office announced that 
the tracing. of the personal history 
had not been stopped, and that 
other aliases were being sought. 

Dietrich, who was arrested with 
Coster Wednesday; Vernard and 
the corporation itself also were 
named in the indictment with Cos- 
ter yesterday? The indictment in- 
cludes three counts of false -regis- 
tration with the Stock Exchange 
and a fourth of. iracy. The 
individuals. face maximum. penal- 
ties of eight years in prison and 
a $40,000 fine each; the corporation 
only the fine. 

The indictment yesterday was 
fallowed by new accusations by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion of chicanery in the conduct 
of ‘the McKesson Corporation's 
business.

COSTER DEAL FOR FRM 


Former Principal Owner Says 
Payment Was by Certi- 
fied Check. 


F. Donald Coster pald $1,000,000 
cash for McKesson & Robbins, Inc., 
in September, 1926, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today by 
Saunders Norvell, former St. Louis- 
an, who was the principal owner 
making the sale. Norvell spoke by 
telephone from his office in New 
York, ee 
He said that he had owned the 
majority of stock in the company 
and he and Herbert D. Robbins to- 
gether owned 95 per cent, while 
employes held the other 5 per cent. 
Norvell did not know whether the 
purchase was made by Coster per- 
sonally or in behalf of a group, or 
in whose name the stock was re- 
issued. Payment, he said, was 
made by a cextified check of the 
National City Bank of New York, 
and covered the entire stock issue. 

Says Coster Acted First. 

“Coster,” Norvell recalled, “came 
to us through friends of his in 
New York. We wanted to sell out 
the business and it was a very 
quick,deal. We did not go to him. 
We understood he ‘got the money 
from the banks at Bridgeport, 


Conn, He gove.us references to 


the banks. Naturally, I wanted to 
know if he had the cash and the 
banks said he was all right, up 
to $1,000,000.

Both Certificates Filed Aug. 7, 
1935 at Same Hour 
Same Midwife. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Dis 
trict of Columbia Health Depart- 
ment records added another angle 
today to the puzzling McKesson & 
Robbins case, disclosing that birth 
certificates bearing the names of 
F. Donald Coster and George Diet- 
rich were filed simultaneously o 
Aug. 7, 1935. . 


Coster, who killed himself today, 


and Dietrich, president and assist- 
ant vice-president of the huge 
drug company, respectively, were 
charged in New York with irreg- 
ularities inyolving millions of dol- 
lars. 

Both ocertificatés. were clocked at 
11:50 a.’ m., Aug. 7, 1935. 

The Dietrich certificate, two 
pages away from Coster’s in the 
ledger, gave his name as George 
Edmund Dietrich and listed hie 
birth, on Feb, 22, 1894, at 18 D 
street, &. E., Washington. The fa- 
ther was listed as George Dietrich, 
a 49-year-old clerk of New York 
City then living at the D street ad- 
dress. The mother was shown as 
Alice D. Miller, 35, formerly of Bos- 
ton. Dietrich denied today he was 
a brother of Coster. 

The midwife on both certificates, 
Adele Virnard, signed the docu- 
ments the day .before they were 
filed. Her address was given as 
1840 Grand Concourse, New York 
City. The name Virnard is similar 
to Vernard, the name ssumed by 
one brother of Coster, 

Coster’s certificate gave his full 
name as Frank Donald Coster and 
said his birth took place May 12, 
1884, at 125 A street, N. E. This is 
the present site of the Supreme 
Court Building. 

His father was listed as Anthony 
Coster, 39 years old, and his mother 
as Marie Girard, 25. Both parents 
were from Baltimore, according to 
the record, and the father’s occupa- 
tion was given as chemist,

A preliminary financial state- 
ment of the Authority’s entire oper- 
ations, submitted to the TVA Inves- 
tigating Committee, showed a defi- 
cit of $748,664 in the five years the 
Authority has been selling electri- 
city. . 

The report was part of a mass 
of TVA financing evidence offered 
the committee by E. L. Kohler, 
comptroller for the Authority. 

The statement showed total rev- 
enue of $2,355,271 m the 1938 fiscal 
year, and of $6,645,447 for the five- 
year period, Direct expenses for 
the 1938 fiscal year were $2,279,571 


which left a net income of $75,706 
before allocation of common er- 
pense. For the five-year period 
this net was $405,217.

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THREE MORE NOVAE 
(EXPLODING STARS) 
FOUND BY SCIENTIST 


Six Now Known to Group That 
Set Out to Discover 10 for 


Study Purposes. 


By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 16.—Dr. 
Fritz Zwicky, astro-physicist of 
Mount Palomar observatory who 
discovered a super nova 600,000,000 
times as bright as the sun, has 
found three more of these giant, 
exploding stars. 

This was digclosed today by one 
of his co-workers at Mount Wilson 
Observatory, Dr. Walter Baade, 
who added: / 

“Now. we need just four more to 
complete our preliminary investiga- 
tion of these little known but high- 
ly important stars. 

“The brightest of the six super 
novae Dr, Zwicky has found gave 
off as much light in its first 200 
days as our sun would in 40,000,000 


years, 

“Had this star exploded in our 
own galaxy, it would have been eas- 
ily visible in the daytime. Had it 


however, that the resolution was fexploded near the earth it might 


have destroyed us.” 

Drs, Zwicky, Baade and Rudolf 
Minkowski set out in 1936 to find 
10 super novae. Dr. Zwicky was to 
search the skies for them with the 
18-inch telescope, the first set up on 
Mount Palomar, while Drs. Baade 
and Minkowski would study them 
with the powerful 100-inch tele- 
scope on Mount Wilson. From ob- 
servations of 10 super novae, they 
believed they could discover the 
laws which govern all such stars. 

Already, Dr. Baade said, they 
have established that: Super no- 
vae are distinct from ordinary ex- 
ploding stars, are about 1000 times 
as bright and much rarer, and only 
one, super nova appears in a gal- 
axy, or star system, in an average 
of 600 years. 

Their spectra show them to be 
entirely different from any other 
heavenly object ever observed.

‘BY FARM 1 CONVENTION 


Federation Also 8 President 
to Call Conference to Work 
Out Economic Balance. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 16.— The 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
indorsed the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act of 1938 yesterday and 
urged President Roosevelt 8 a 
meeting of industrial, la and 
agricultural representatives to 
work out a program for economic 
balance among the groups. 

Winding up its annual conven- 
tion here, attended by more than 

delegates, the federation adopt- 
ed a resolution saying “only the 
AAA of 1938 has saved agriculture 
thie year from a price disaster 
comparable to that of 1932, and 
this despite the fact that its final 
enactmient came so late that it 
could be only partially effective 
this. year.” 

The present farm program, the 
resolution declared, is based on the 
“most comprehensive and effective 
laws evér written by and for farm 
ers. Its first full year of trial will 
come in 1939, and we believe that 
it will do more for farmers than 
any of the alternatives that have 
been suggested.” 

The plea to Mr. Roosevelt for an 
economic conference, also embodied 
in a resolution, suggested that 
delegates to the conference be se 
lected from a list recommended by 
leaders of the three economic 
groups, and that the “represent- 
ative leaders be kept in session un- 


til they have agreed upon such a 


program (of economic balance)“ 
Another resolution asked Con- 


Kress to amend the wage and hour 


law to assure farmers full benefit 
arid scope of its exemptions. 

The federation also resolved that 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
should investigate “unfair discrim- 
matilons“ against American agri- 
culture in the freight. rate struc- 
ture.
